The latter secured a winches- 
ter repeating rifle, and as he was leaving 
the house he encountered another brother, 
Louis, at the kitchen door. Without a 
word of wanring Benjamin fired at 
Louis, the bullet striking him in the 
side. The victim fell unconscious and 
died in half an hour without uttering a 
word. 

Weissinger then walked down a path 
and caught a glimpse of Frederick, who 
was looking out of the attic window. Ben- 
jamin quickly raised his rifle and fired. 
The bullet entered Frederick’s cheek and 
penetrated the brain. He fell dead across 
the window sill. His wife, who had gone 
to the attic with him, attempted to drag

When Sheriff Smith appeared on the 
scene a ruse was planned to capture the 
man. Another parley was held with the 
murderer and he agreed to let the two 
farm hands bring him his supper. The 
men were instructed to watch their op- 
portunity, seize him by the arms and 
shout, which would be the signa] for the 
deputies to rush in. This they did, and 
a terrible struggle took place. The mur- 
derer is a powerful man, but the force 
of numbexcs was too much for him and he 
was tied hand and foot before he could 
further use his weapons. 

Welissinger is believed to be insane. His 
mind is said to have been failing for 
some time. He had nothing to say re- 
garding the tragedy except that he ex- 
claimed: 

“I am bewitched.’’

ABANDONED WRECK SIGHTED. 


Schooner That Sailed from Florida 
Port Provably Lost. 

Vineyard Haven, Mass., November 2.— 
Buffeted and well nigh wrecked by the 
Bermuda storm of October 24. the Brit- 
ish schooner Advent, Captain Lent, from 
Macoris, San Domingo, for New York. 
came into port today with 
hard at work at the pumys.

The authorities are aware by 
American-Chinese treaty, Which was sign- 
ed October 8, pledging to the world 
the opening of Mukden and Antung, it 
will be impossible for this £overnment, in 
View of its traditional polley of steering 
Clear of foreign atiances, to protest 
against Russia's continued occupation of 
Manchuria. lt has been pointed. out to 
China that, although the Sympathy of the 
United States hers, the time for 
American interference bas not yet come. 
It is expected that the commercial treaty, 
Which should arrive-at Washington this 
week, wil) be ratified at the extra session 
of congress, when the United States will 
be in a position to insist strict 
regard for her treaty rights throughout 
China. The Pekin goverpment has been 
told that infringement by Russia of 
American treaty rights in Manchuria will 
furnish the Washington government the 
Opportunity for, at least, a reiteration of 
its desire for the preservation of the in- 
tegrity of China. 

Japan, it was learned tonight. has in- 
Stituted a vigorous investigation regard- 
ing the extent and character of Ruesia’s 
occupation of Mukden. Mr. Takahiria, 
the Japanese minister, when agked to- 
night whether Russia and Japan contem- 
plated an understanding, which the 
one would obtain a free hand in Man- 
churia, and the other important conces- 
sions in Korea, replied by calling atten- 
tion to a recent official announcement 
from Tokio, that the negotiations at the 
Japanese capital between Russia and 
Japanese officials, were, as far as Japan 
is concerned, strictly in accord with the 
Anglo-Japanese alliance. Mr. Takahtria 
has not been advised of any appeal from 
Russia to Japan, and said tonight that 
his conference with Secretary Hay today 
concerned another matter. 


Conference at Pekin. 

Pekin, November 2.—A conference of 
high officials with the dowager empress 
concerning fhe reocecupation of Mukden 
Russian troops was held at the sum- 
mer palace today.

At the first volley from the Indians, 
Sheriff Miller and his deputies hastily 
ran to cover and then ensued a genuine 
Indian fight. The whites found refuge 
behind trees and boulderts. It is thought 
that at least six Indians were killed and 
Several others worded, among the latter 
being Eagle Feather,’ a subchief. The 
battle lasted almost an hour, when the 
Indians began to make their escape by 
Ones and twos on horseback. They care 
ried their dead and»wounded with them 
and are now believed to be well on their 
way to the bad lands in Nebraska. The 
officers did not attempt to follow, but 
sent a courter to Lusk, the nearest tele-

It is thought that their 
meat supply was exhausted and they 
were hunting to obtain food.

Both parties are very prominent, Ralph 
Armstrong being the son of Hon. H. Clay 
Armstrong, deceased, for some time con- 
sul at Rio, one of the highest Masons in 
the state and a former speaker of the 
Alabama house of representatives. Miss 
Allie was the daughter of Sloan Arm- 
strong, former sheriff of Macon county 
and a brether of H. Clay Armstrong.

NECRO MURDERER 


Joseph Craddock Put To bat 
by Lovisiana Mob, 


Without Provocation Craddock Hew- 
6d Three Inoffensive Blacks to 
Death with an Ax—Crad- 
dock Said He Killed the 
Men for Fun. 


Ia., November 2.—Joseph 
Craddock, a negro, was lynched by an 
infuriated mob, composed chiefly of 
blacks, at Taylortown, in Bossfer parish, 
about 7 miles from Shreveport, last 
night. Craddock’s crime was a particu- 
larly atrocious one. He secured an ax 
and approaching the home of Wesley 
Chambers, a negro ootton picker, called 
him into the open, saying that he had 
something to tell him. Wesley respond- 
ed and Craddock whispered something In 
his ear. As the negro turned to go home, 
Craddock cleft his head in two with an 
ax. When Chambers fell on the ground 
Craddock frightfully mutilated the body 
with hig weapon. 

He then walked across the open ground 
about the Chambers cabin and observing 
Dana Washington, a negro, crept upon 
him and struck him on the head with 
the sharp edge of the ax. NOt satisfied 
with this crime, Craddock went to the 
door of the Chambers cabin and called 
Mercer, the brother of Wesley Chambers. 
Suspecting nothing, Chambers came to 
the door and was immediately beaten 
down with the ax and frightfully injured. 
Wesley Chambers died almost instantly. 
Mercer Chambers died this afternoon and 
Dana Washington cannot possibly live. 

After committing the triple murder, 
Craddock walked to Taylortown and min- 
gled with the negroes there. He was 
perfectly unconcerned when captured and 
admitted the killing of the three men, 
saying he did it just for fun. 

Craddock was captured by a small posse 
of white’ men, but a crowd of between 
250 and 300, composed largely of negroes, 
took possession of the murderer. He was 
at once hanged to a tree and burned be- 
neath it after being pronounced dead. 
The men killed were inoffensive negroes.

That construction 
wil] stand any shock that can come to it. 
As there are two tubes, each equipped 
with a single track, entirely separate and 
independent of each other in. thelr con- 
struction, there can, of course, be no 
collisions under the river. And no two 
trains going in the same direction will be 
allowed in the tunnel at the same time. 
The tunnel will be about a mile long, 
and it will take each train two minutes 
to pass through.

Common Rights for the Indians. 
The time has come when the federal 


; government ought to quit nursing the 


ownership of a homestead and their 


order of civilization. 


Indians and quit allowing them to be 
looted by rascally agents and officials. 
The time has also come when the 
Indian should be allotted homesteads, 
divorced from tribal government and 
made to undertake the position and du- 
ties of normal citizenship. 

In the Indian Territory there are 
600,000 whites and 80,000 Indians, and 
yet the Five Nations and their cus- 
toms, with added special statutes of 
the United States congress, control the 
affairs of that oasis 4 America and 
those unevenly divided peoples. The 
anomaly of minority domination ap- 
pears under our republican form of 
government. 

The whole scheme of Indian reserva- 
tions is out of date. The solution of 
the situation that commends itself to 
all sane men, including those specially 
organized to safeguard the rights of 
the Indians, is the throwing of the 
tribes into the body of the people, 
giving them the advantages of the free 


per capita of Indian funds. Then they 
will have to work, pay taxes, live like 


that the Amalgamated has plenty of 
work and profit in the present de- 
mands upon it, but that it has deter- 
mined to produce poverty and other 
disastrous sufferings to the whole peo- 
ple of the state in order to influence 
them to coerce the supreme court into 
reversing the decision above men- 
tioned.

And it 1s one of the boldest at- 
tempts to create public pressure upon 
a high court of justice that this coun- 
try has ever witnessed. It is to be 
hoped the scheme will utterly fail. 
There should be courage and right- 
eousness enough in Montana to ensure 
that the supreme court may do justice 
without coercion and that the Amal- 
gamated scamps may be cheated of 
their satisfaction.

Today you have, so to speak, come of 
age in your beliefs. I speak intentionally 
in the military because I] assume 
that you also know the beautiful allegory 
in which the Christian is to be compared 
to the warrior. You will, of course, carry 
out what you have today so beautifully 
promised in your vows to your spiritual 
master. With justice you have empha- 
sized the fact that you intend to be per- 
sonages which, in my opinion, is the 
point which most concerns the ChrisGan 
inthis daily life, for undoubtedly we can 
say with comfort of the Savior, that he 
was the most personal personage who 
ever walked the earth among men. 

There is a great and profound ser- 
mon embodied in those words, the bet- 
ter than which we cannot recall from 
any pulpit utterance of the present 
times. To be “‘a personage” is a mag- 
nificent thought. In the sense that the 
kaiser uses the term, “a personage” 
cannot be a little, mean and selfish 
man. The model personage is Christ 
and the highest endeavor of any man 
who aspires to be a personage is to be 
like the divine model. If the sons ful- 
ly embrace this doctrine of the father 
they wil] grow into personages and as 
such be fit not only to stand before 
kings, but to sit in their-seats and to

The Indian is far*better fitted today 
ior this test of his capacity to survive 
than the negro was in 1867, when the 
work of citizenizing him began. He 
will always be a loafer as long as there 
are reservations and agencies, as the 
negro was as long as there was a 
freedman’s bureau, and as millions of 
white men would be if national gocial- 
ism were established. The plain jus- 
tice of the case is with those who 
plead the cause of equal, and not spe- 
cial, rights for the Indians. 


One Need in State Education. 
One fact is made very prominent in 
the annual report of the state school 
commissioner, and that is the need of 
county school commissioners to study 
iArticle 8 of the constitution of the 
State, title “Education.” There is a 
great deal of illumination in that arti- 
cle for the gentlemen whose business 
it is to handle school affairs in the 
counties and to express views for the 
right adjustment of them to constitu- 
tional requirements. 

The most pertinent fact which they 
ought to grasp and thoroughly digest 
is that the legislature cannot do things 
for and about the common schools that 
are not authorized by the supreme law 
of the state. When the commissioners 
once get hold of that basic fact they 
will cease to sit up of nights studying 
out things that, in their adoption, 
would violate th> constitution and un- 
lawfully divert the public funds. 

For instance, however valuable lit- 
erary libraries in each school might be 
to a few of the students with omniv- 
erous appetites, not one penny of state 
school money can be lawfully set apart 
for such labraries, even by act of the 
general assembly. 

Nor can the consolidation of schools, 
with the auxiliary of free transporta- 
tion of children to and from them, be 
legally accomplished. And yet in some 
counties the experiment has been 
tried. 

These are but two of many things 
suggested for the schools, but that lie 
wholly outside the letter and purview 
of the state constitution.

FOR MILLIONS 


Estimates $168,085,870 Will 
Be Required for Postal 
Department. 


Washington, November 2.—Postmaster 
General Payne in his estimates forward- 
ed to the treasury for transmission to 
congress for appropriations needed for 
the fiscal year up to June 30, 1905, calls 
for an aggregate of $168,085,870 for the 
posta] service and $1,511,050 for the post- 
office department proper at Washing‘ton. 
including salaries of clerks, rents of 
buildings, etc., here. The deficit for the 
year ending June 30, 1905, is estimated 
at $8,613,709. The appropriation for the 
year ending June 30, 1904, was $153,5!1,- 
550; and the estimated revenues for that 
year is $146,304,643. The estimated rev- 
enue for 1905 is $159,456,065. 

The ‘total increase on account of city 
delivery service is $1,671,900 and the 
rural free delivery increase is $3,163,700. 
No estimate is made for the specia] fast 
mail facilities for which the last appro- 
priation was $167,762. An estimate of 
$800,000 is made for pneumatic tube ser- 
vice: the heaviest item is of $39,698,000 
to railroads for transportation of mails, 
an increase of $1,456,000; in addition to 
$13,506,000 for salaries, railway mati 
service, an increase of $1,551,699 and $5,- 
736,000 for railway postoffice car rentals, 
an increase of $325,000. 

Other important items include: 

Star route service $8,100,000, increase 
$1,140,000; compensation of postmasters 
$24,000,000, increase of $2.250,v00; com- 
pensation of assistant postmasters at

Sewanee made one fumble, but it failed 
to prove costly. In the first half of the 
game, by brilllant end runs and daring 
line rushes, Sewanee made three touch- 
downs and kicked three goals. 

In the second half it was harder work 
for the Mountaineers and they made 
only one touchdown, the goal being 
This latter was made with one 
minute of time left in which to play. 
The touchdown was lucky at that, for 
when it was carried across the line it 
was dropped.

It is not 
often that two brothers play on the same 
team, and are also the stars of the 
eleven. There are five of the Blake 
brothers at Vanderbilt now, and one of 
them is on the second eleven, playing 
phenomenal ball there. 


Little Woodruff.was the star of the 
Georgia team as usual yesterday. While 
his work was not quite so sensational as 
in the Tech game, he showed up to even 
better advantage considering the strength 
of the ends of the Vanderbilt team, He 
managed his men magnificently and pass- 
ed the ball accurately. Severa] times he 
got out from the bunch of players for 10 
and 12-vard gains. In a season or 580 
no quarterback in the south will be equal 
to this little Georgia star. 


One of the prettiest plays in the Geor- 
gia-Vanderbilt game was the swift re- 
turn of the ball, after it had been caught 
on the kick-off by Cox. All that the 
spectators could see was a streak of min- 
gled red and black, and then a Vander- 
bilt man grabbea him after a 30-yard 
run, the longest made by Georgia during 
the game. 

Despite the overwhelming defeat cf the 
Georgia team it was evident to every one 
that the red and black was fighting des- 
perately for every point. When Georgia 
had the ball she made good gains. Alto- 
gether she succeeded in advancing the 
oval for 157 yards, quite a creditable 
performance for a team losing by score 
of 33 to 0, and showing that the game 
was hard fought at least. 


Sewanee fairly smothered the Auburn 
aggregation, winning with all apparent 
ease. The Alabama Blacksmiths seemed 
to be altogether unable to advance the 
ball, and made a poor showing generally. 

And Sewanee was guilty of slugging. 
The mountain boys have also claimed 
that they play a fair, clean and up-to- 
date game, and have made a reputation 
for fair play. Yet Jones, of the Sewanee 
eleven, was put out of the game for 
slugging an Auburn man. 

‘From Sewanee comes the information 
that there are many students there who 
are not in favor of playing Clemson just 
so long as she retains her present coach, 
hecause it is said that in one game when 
Heisman was coaching Auburn he or- 
dered his men to slug. And Vanderbilt, 
after putting up a bluff, refuses to play 
Clemson. And still these two colleges 
have not kept their skirts clean, for Van- 
derbilt’s coach was taken off the field 
in the Georgia game, and was guilty of 
talking to his men from the side lines, 
and a Sewanee player was found guilty 
of slugging in the Auburn game. For a 
true sportsman and for a clean football 
team Heisman and his men are the 
choice of the majority of football lovers.

CAMBLERS OFFER 
MAMMOTH BRIBE 


To Be Allowed To Operate 
Openly in New York City 


Alleged, by Police Commissioner 
Greene, That $300,000 Was 
Offered to a High Official 
if Authorities Would Not 
Interfere with Gambling. 


New York, November 2.-The Rev, Dr. 
L. Paddock, rector of the Chruch of fhe 
Holy Angels, has declared that a high 
city official recently refused a $300.000 
bribe to permit gambling until] January 
1. In addressing his congregation he 
said: . 

“1 know that!‘ high official of the 
present administration has within three 
weeks refused an offer of $300,000 if he 
would allow the gambling syndicate quiet- 
ly to resume business until January |. The 
offer was openly made by a man who 
has always been known as a represent41- 
tive of the syndicate. He assured the 
official that nothing would be done openly. 

Afterwards the minister declared he 
was not at liberty to-go further into the 
details of the offer. 

“The offer was not made in the pres- 
ence of witnesses,’’ he explained. “I do 
not know that anything could be done.” 

“Was the high official Genera] Greene?” 
he was asked 

“Of course, I can say nothing further”’ 
was the answer. 

Police Commissioner Greene declared to- 
day that last June an agent of a pool 
room syndicate made an offer to Deputy 
Commissioner Piper of $300,000 to allow 
the pool rooms of the city to run quietly 
until January !. The commissioner sald 
that not only had the offer been turned 
down with scorn and indignation, but an 
effort had been made to have the agent 
of the pool room men indicted. This ef. 
fort, however, failed. ; 

Commissioner Greene said some person, 
wifo is as yet unknown to him, called on 
a friend of Captain Piper and represent- 
ing himself to be an agent of the pool 
room syndicate, saying if “‘Richard Roe 
would get Captain Piper to consent to a 
quiet running of: pool rooms unt!) Janu. 
ary | he would pay Captain Piper $300,- 
000 and would pay the handsome sum of 
$75,000 to Richard Roe for his services. 

“Richard Roe was very indignant,” said 
the commissioner, ‘‘and ordered the man 
out of his office. He has never seen him 
Since.’’ Later the friend told Captain 
Piper of the incident. The matter was 
laid pefore District Attorney Jerome, who 
said as there were no witnesses no in- 
dictment could be obtained.

7tlanta Brokerage Co.’s Grain Letter 


Chicago, November 2.—The decreftse ifn 
the visible supply was the chief feature of 
influence in the wheat pit today. The 
decrease was a great survrise, inasmuch 
as this is the first time for a long time 
that there has been a decrease in the 
visible for any period during October. 
This was taken as a plain showing of 
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how smal] the receipts have actually 
been of late, and the figures brought out 
some buying for the account of cash 
interests. The export demand was stiff 
and the country offerings -were of moder- 
ate proportions. The world’s shipments 
were smaller than looked for and the 
amount of ocean passage increased mod- 
eraiely. The market was supported on 
the lower levels, but on the little firm 
spots there seemed to be a greater 
amount of wheat for sale. The evidence 
showed that the professional element for 
the time being was satisfied with scalp- 
ing profit, and naturally the . bulls 
were not inclined to push the advantage. 
The trade nerally was narrow. 

Corn—Trading was small. Further 
rains in the corn belt and _ unsettled 
weather generally served to make shorts 
uneasy, and there was good buying for 
this account. The bulls added a little to 
their lines, but they were not aggressive 
for the reason that the presence of a 
bear element in the pit served to make 
bull operations rather uncertain. Statis- 
tice were not much changed. The vis- 
ible increaseqg slightly. Cash business 
was slow, as was also the export trade. 

Oats were quiet and steady. There 
Was a small cash demand and countfy 
offerings were fair. Grading was disap- 
pointing, and this made shorts rather un- 
easy. The statistics were about as ex- 
pected. 

Provisions were quiet, but there was a 
firmer tendency. There was a fair de- 
mand for lard, and the pit element 
seemed to be waiting on some one to lead. 
The hog receipts favored better prices, 
and shorts naturally were rather uneasy. 
The movement of product was moderate 
and the cash’demand was without special 
feature.

Slaggish Drift in Prices in Stocks Had 
Little Significance. 


LONDON TAKING HOLIDAY 


More Time Was Given by Brokers to 
Betting on Today’s Election Than 
Trading in Stocks — Time 
Money Hardened De- 

cidedly. 


New York, November 2.—The sluggish 
drift of prices in today’s stock market 
had jittle significance. A number of fac- 
tors conduced to the extreme dullness. 
It was a holiday in London and tomor- 
row will be a holiday here. More time 
was given by brokers to betting on to- 
morrow’s election than to trading in 
stocks. The advancing tendency of the 
stocks of the New York corporations re- 
flected the views of the operators of the 
effect of the supposed outcome of to- 
morrow’s election on the values of those 
securities.

Call loans, on the contrary, 
eased notably and fell to 2 per cent at 
the last. The market for foreign ex- 
change was demoralized and broae vio- 
lentiy on offerings of cotton bills with 
very light demand for remittance. A 
report was circulated that $1,000,000 in 
g@old had been engaged in London for 
shipment to New York, although not 
officially confirmed, was.generally cred- 
ited and formed the basis of an expecta- 
tion that further gold would come in.
